nal of that city, affecting advertising 
rates. 
The opinion was delivered by j 
Justice Holmes and upheld the valid* 
ity of the Wisconsin anti-trust law so 
far as it applied to this ease. 
The ease came before the supreme 
court on writ of error to set aside con­ 
victions and sentences of A. J. Ai- 
kens, Albert Huegin and M. A. Hoyt, 
publishers of the three newspapers in 
the combination. 
The ground of the 
writs is that the proceedings violated 
the rights of the plaintiffs in error un­ 
der the fourteenth amendment of the 
Constitution of the United States. The 
informations were brought under the 
Wisconsin statute of 1898. which im­
